V. AUDIT DIRECTOR’S REPORT 

 

Keith Getschel, Audit Director, referred to his written report on the status of the Audit 

Program. For the fiscal year 2018, the MTC Audit Program completed two corporate 

income tax audits and parts of ten other corporate income tax audits.  The Audit Program 

also completed six sales tax audits and parts of five other sales tax audits.  The proposed 

assessments for fiscal 2018 were $45,814,096 for corporate income tax and $2,495,249 

for sales tax. There are twenty-two (22) income and thirty-one (31) sales tax audits in 

progress.  

 

Keith introduced and welcomed John Tracy, a corporate income tax auditor.  Keith 

mentioned that Harold Jennings (who recently retired from the MTC) and Bob Schauer 

conducted a Computer Assisted Audit Techniques training class in Hoover, AL on July 

11
th

 and 12
th

.     

 

Keith mentioned we conducted specific type training with Corporation Income Tax 

for Vermont and we received positive feedback and that we would offer similar type 

training to any state that would be interested. 

  

Keith announced that Kim Stewart was hired as a sales tax auditor and would be starting 

on August 1, 2018.  He said that he would not be replacing Harold Jennings supervisory 

position at this time.
